Tigers Face Tigers in Tonight’s Game 


Two teams with identical nicknames and 
school colors clash at Lewis Field tonight in an- 
other intersectional football game. The black- 
and-gold-clad Fort Hays State Tigers entertain 
the black-and-gold-outfitted Colorado College Ti- 
gers, marking the third straight week that the 
local squad has tangled with an opponent from 
another state. 

In Colorado College, the local Tigers face a 
veteran, undefeated team. The visitors play a 
schedule of NCAA, as well as NAIA, schools and 
thus freshmen are not included on their squad. 
The 1960 CC roster is composed of only five 
sophomores, 20 juniors and ten seniors. The 
group includes 14 lettemen. 

Coach Jerry Carle's Tigers have downed 
Washburn, 9-7, and St, Mary's (Dodge City), 
33-13. Washburn outgained Colorado College 
considerably, but couldn't push across a winning 
score. 

Last season the Colorado game was post- 
poned from October to the final game of the sea- 
son due to a heavy October snowfall in the moun- 
tain state. The home squad smashed Coach 


Wayne McConnell’s visiting Kansans, 46-0, in 
that one, giving the CC squad a 5-4 season record. 
The McConnell-men finished 3-6. 

Heading the list of letter winners for the 
Colorado team is senior quarterback Tony Sellitto, 
who passed for 195 yards and two touchdowns 
besides scoring a touchdown and an extra point 
run in last year's battle of the Tigers. He's 
slated to start at quarter tonight. 

Also back are Pete Pleasant, a halfback who 
scored one touchdown, and Jack Real, an end who 
scored on a Sellitto pass. Real is team captain 
for the 1960 CC team. 

The Coloradans will abide by NAIA rules on 
the FHS field, but Coach Carle intends to try to 
substitute according to NCAA regulations in or- 
der to prepare for NCAA competition that faces 
his team in coming weeks. This probably will 
mean less substitution by the visitors. 

In addition to CCs 14 lettermen, there are 
15 highly regarded transfers from junior colleges 
on their roster of 35. The roster includes play- 
ers from 10 states and one province in Canada.
